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SAINTS attacker Sadio Mane’s partici¬ 
pation in next year’s African Nations 
Cup is in doubt after hosts Morocco 
called for a postponement of the finals 
because of fears over the Ebola virus. 

The lively winger, a £10m summer signing, 
has made a good start to life at St Mary’s as he 
settles into the world of the Premier League. 

He was back representing his country, 
Senegal, in yesterday’s 0-0 qualifying draw 
against Tunisia at the Stade Leopold Sedar 
Senghor in Dakar. 

The result maintained Senegal’s position as 
leaders of Group G with seven points from 
three games and right on track to qualify for 
the tournament which starts on January 17 
and runs until February 8. 

However, the Ebola outbreak has cast a 
shadow over the event, with Morocco’s gov¬ 
ernment calling for the 16-team tournament 
to be postponed following a report by its 
health ministry into the possible spread of the 
virus. 

Any postponement of the tournament would 
be a particularly tough blow for Mane and his 


nation, who were banned from the 2013 com¬ 
petition after a riot that occurred during a 
play-off game against the Ivory Coast that 
forced the fixture to be abandoned. 

Responding to Morocco’s calls for a post¬ 
ponement of the finals, the Confederation of 
African Football (CAF) said today it would 
meet the Moroccan government next 
month, sending a high-powered delega¬ 
tion to discuss the issue in Rabat led by 
its president Issa Hayatou. 

“CAF acknowledges this request and 
confirms it will make no changes to its 
calendar of scheduled competitions,” 
organisers said. 

“We have taken into account the recom¬ 
mendations of the World Health Organization 
and various medical experts. It should be 
noted that since the first edition in 1957 no 
African Cup of Nations has ever been post¬ 
poned or deferred.” 

CAF had already banned international 
matches in Liberia, Guinea and Ebola-affect¬ 
ed Sierra Leone. The latter two are still 
involved in Nations Cup qualifiers and will 
clash later on Saturday.

“Right now I think he’ll be a bet¬ 
ter right-back. He just needs a lit¬ 
tle bit in the last third and to stop 
the bookings.” 

However, Parlour is less con¬ 
vinced about the way one of 
Chambers’ Arsenal team-mates is 
being used by Hodgson.

Wilshere returned to the role for 
a portion of Thursday’s 5-0 victory 
over San Marino, picking up the 
man of the match award despite 
failing to get on the score sheet. 

The Arsenal midfielder may well 
again be used at the base of the dia¬ 
mond when England continue 
their European Championship 
qualifying campaign in Estonia on 
Sunday, although Parlour believes 
he better utilised elsewhere. 

“I really believe his best position 


is more of an advanced midfield¬ 
er,” the former England interna¬ 
tional told Press Association 
Sport. “His game is best when he is 
doing those little one-twos around 
the penalty box. 

“He knows exactly when to give 
it, he holds onto it enough and he 
does those driving runs forwards - 
I think that is Jack Wilshere at his 
best. 

“I always think you’ve got to be 
playing on a regular basis in that 
regular position if you’re going to 
be playing for your country. Roy 
Hodgson has got to make a big 
decision. 

“Certainly I believe Jack 
Wilshere’s position is more 
advanced and Roy will have to 
look into the further we get into 
the group and obviously in two 
years’ time in the European 
Championships. 

“Who plays there, I don’t know. 
It is a situation where there is a big 
decision as to who play there, but 
at the moment I’d like Jack further 
forwards, around that penalty box, 
creating chances.”

FORMER Saint Calum Chambers 
will be better at right-back than 
centre-half right now, according to 
ex-England and Arsenal player 
Ray Parlour. 

It’s a view that, if shared by 
England boss Roy Hodgson, will 
further harm the international 
chances of Nathaniel Clyne. 

But Parlour has been highly 
impressed by 19-year-old 
Chambers, who made his full 
debut for England on Thursday 
following his £16 illion summer 
switch to the Gunners. 

“He has been absolutely 
superb,” Parlour, speaking on 
behalf of England lead sponsor 
Vauxhall, said. 

“He has been a great signing for 
Arsene Wenger, another good 
youngster in the side. 

“He gives Wenger a headache as 
to what is his best position. It is all 
about learning his trade, he is still 
a young lad.

FORMER Saint Alex Oxlade-

“If he’s got boys in the England 
squad and wants them in and 
around the England squad that’s 
his choice.

ROY Hodgson has no intention of 
resting Raheem Sterling for 
Sunday’s game against Estonia, 
but the England manager insists he 
will give the Liverpool teenager a 
break in the future if he feels he is 
losing his match sharpness. 

Sterling (pictured) was one of the 
few players to emerge from 
England’s World Cup 
campaign with an 
enhanced reputa¬ 
tion. 

The winger is 
now regarded 
as one of 
Liverpool’s most ! 
exciting players 
and he is also 
one of the first 
names on Hodgson’s 
team sheet. 

But the England manager, like his 
Liverpool counterpart Brendan 
Rodgers, is aware that Sterling is 
still just 19 years old and he aims 
to do everything he can to help the 
Liverpool player deal with the pres¬ 
sure that comes with being a star 
for club and country. 

“We are conscious of managing 
the situation,” Hodgson said. 

“When he shows signs of not 
being quite as sharp, not doing as 
well, trying too hard, that might be 
the moment we think we have to 
manage this and give him a break.” 

Although he made it clear he was 
not telling Hodgson how to do his 
job, Rodgers spoke of the likeli¬ 
hood that Sterling would need a 
rest at times this year. 

The Liverpool manager has 
already done that once this season, 
naming the midfielder on the bench 
for the Reds’ home fixture against 
Aston Villa. 

Rodgers said: “It is human nature 
there will come periods when they 
need the rest. 

“I would think that Roy and his 
staff would have a look at things.” 

Hodgson clearly agrees with the 
Northern Irishman, but he does not 
believe this weekend is the time to 
rest a player who has scored three 
goals in six Premier League starts. 

“I don’t think the situation will 
need managing until he 
shows signs of suf¬ 
fering from it,” 
said Hodgson 
(pictured), who 
only gave 
Sterling 45 min¬ 
utes in the 5-0 
win over San 
Marino on 
Thursday night. 

“But that is not the 
case at the moment and I don’t 
think Liverpool need to worry. 

“In the first half against San 
Marino he was a lively as he could 
have been. 

“At half-time I said l l am taking 
you two off (to Sterling and Jordan 
Henderson) and they looked a me 
like ‘don’t do that - we want to stay 
on’ and that is quite nice.” 

Sterling was not the only man to 
impress Hodgson on Thursday 
night. Andros Townsend got his 
reward for being “full of beans” in 
training all week when he banged 
in England’s fourth - albeit against 
the world’s worst international 
team.

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Bentley double is

WINCHESTER City 
proved to be no 
pushovers against

EASTLEIGH ended a three- 
match winless run in 
emphatic style to the delight 
of a 1,498 crowd at the 
Silverlake Stadium this after¬ 
noon.

minutes before the break as 
Reason and McAllister again 
made their mark on the game.

PICTURE this, if you will: the date is 
Wednesday, January 29, 2014, and 
somewhere in the city of romance, 
arguably the best player to pull on a 
Newcastle United shirt in more than a 
decade is holding a PSG jersey, for the 
sake of £19m. 

Alan Pardew has just ensured that, by 
October 2014, he will be under more pressure 
than any other Premier League manager. 

Despite chairman Mike Ashley publicly 
standing by his manager, and despite Papiss 
Cisse’s recent return to form, rescuing two 
draws for his under fire manager, the over¬ 
whelming feeling is still that his days are lim¬ 
ited at the helm of the Magpies. 

The question is, where did it all go wrong for 
Alan Pardew at Newcastle United? 

Pardew’s career has been a chequered one 
to say the least, from using the word ‘rape’ in 
an inappropriate manner on Match of the Day 
to head-butting Hull’s David Meyler, he has 
often found himself on the wrong side of the 
newspaper headlines. 

ABOMINATION 

However, his early days at Newcastle were 
largely successful, so much so in fact that 
Ashley was convinced to offer him a ludi¬ 
crous eight-year contract in September 2012 
following a fifth place finish - an offer that 
Pardew gleefully accepted. 

Now, two years later, and with an incredible 
six years still to run, that deal looks like the 
abomination that the majority of sane people 
believed it to be at the time. 

Since the loss of Yohan Cabaye last 
January, Newcastle have won just 
four Premier League games from a 
possible 21. 

They finished the 2013/14 season 
in a respectable tenth place, but 
that belied their performances from 
January onwards, and they cur¬ 
rently sit in 18th, with just four 
points from seven games 

In the time since they let Cabaye 
leave, they have also only scored 
18 goals, and it is no secret that a 
lack of firepower is letting 
Newcastle down. 

While it was never Cabaye’s job 
to score the majority of the team’s 
goals, he was exceptionally good at 
creating chances for others. 


It is common nowadays for sacked man¬ 
agers to blame a lack of financial support for 
their subsequent misfortunes and eventual 
dismissal. 

If Pardew is to suffer that seemingly inev¬ 
itable fate, then he cannot blame his board. 

Newcastle spent a very healthy £37.9m this 
summer attempting to replace what they had 
lost. 

A rudimentary scan of their signings since 
Pardew took over doesn’t suggest a lack of 
backing. 

Obscure European after obscure European 
are listed, with very few making a serious 
impression on the Premier League. 

Newcastle were able to offset the loss of 
Demba Ba last season with the loan signing of 
Loic Remy, but, after his permanent move to 
QPR, they faced another summer chasing 
firepower. 

They brought

disappointing four months on the sidelines. 

However, the move that attracted the most 
fanfare this summer was the signing of Remy 
Cabella from Montpellier. 

A classy attacking midfielder with great feet 
and an eye for a killer pass, he was purchased 
as Cabaye’s natural, if overdue, successor. 

Though it is hard to judge a player fully 
after just seven games, Cabella looks a long 
way short of Premier League pace and has 
already received criticism from fans and, per¬ 
haps more importantly, his manager, with 
Pardew himself declaring that more is 
required from his big-money signing. 

And there, in one misjudged interview, may 
be the essence of where it all went wrong for 
Pardew at Newcastle. 

From a purely football point of view, it is 
easy to look at the failure to replace Ba and 
Cabaye. 

INTERNET SEARCH 

However, perhaps more influential is 
Pardew’s blameless attitude. Through all of 
the farcical results, headlines and signings, 
very rarely does he admit any blame. 

A simple Internet search of the term ‘Alan 
Pardew Blame’ brings up all manner of 
results, from blaming Cabaye himself for 
leaving, and blaming chairman Ashley, to 
blaming the Newcastle fans for being hysteri¬ 
cal. 

None of this leaves an endearing impression 
and, after two rotten years with the manager 
taking very little responsibility, it seems no 
wonder that time is finally coming down on 
the Pardew era at St James’ Park.

JIMMY Case has 
never really been 
one for too much 
reflection. 

Despite being one of the 
most decorated English 
footballers of all time and a 
living legend, revered in 
Liverpool and Southampton, 
he is of a different era to 
today’s footballers. 

Case went out and simply 
“did his job” as a player. 

It was job that brought him 
four First Division titles, 
three European Cups, a 
UEFA Cup and a League Cup 
along with many other hon¬ 
ours. 

However, unlike many of 
the current stars of the 
Premier League, who will 
almost all achieve consider¬ 
ably less but earn tens of mil¬ 
lions in the process, Case has 
had to work for a living since 
hanging up his boots. 

It wasn’t anything out of the 
ordinary to him. It wasn’t until 
he was 18 and he thought his 
chances of professional football 

were gone that he was even picked 
up by Liverpool for the start of what 
would be a glittering career on 
Merseyside. 

After Liverpool there were stints at 
Brighton and, notably, Saints.He was 
Lawrie McMenemy’s final signing for 
Saints for what proved, after 269 
appearances for the team, to be an 
absolute bargain £30,000. 

Case loved his time at Saints, and set¬ 
tled in the area. 

He has long been asked to produce an 
autobiography but has always resist¬ 
ed. Until now. 

Hard Case is a remarkable tale, and 
one which might never have seen the 
light of day.“It’s quite exciting. It’s 
taken a long time,” admitted Case. 
“Sometimes you get a bit fed up with it, 
and I can’t write to save my life but I 
have enjoyed doing it. 

“Over the years I got asked left, right

and centre if I wanted to write a book 
but I have never wanted to talk about 
myself. 

“Up at Liverpool as well there is a 
guy who has written books with a lot of 
the players and I just kept getting 
asked by people about it and in the end 
I thought ‘why not?’ 

“I sat down with a dictaphone at the 
start and started to think there could 
be something to come out of it and once 
you get into it it’s quite pleasing when 
you look back. 

“I’ve never been one to keep stuff, I 
just did my job, but it makes you 
realise what you did.” 

Case had a fearsome reputation as a 
midfield enforcer during his playing 
days, but has always been known as 
one of the most modest and down to 
earth people you could meet away 
from the pitch, including in 


Southampton, a great time in Case’s 
career. 

“Without a doubt I enjoyed every 
minute of it,” he said of his time as a 
player with the club. 

“I was getting older -1 was still play¬ 
ing at 38 or 39 - and how could you not 
enjoy being in that Southampton 
team? 

“I had work horses alongside me in 
Barry Horne, Andy Townsend and 
Glenn Cockerill, a good back line with 
the likes of Micky Adams, Mark 
Wright, even Neil Ruddock, and 
Russell Osman, and when you looked 
at the forward line Matt Le Tissier was 
on the right, Alan Shearer through the 
middle and Rodney or Danny Wallace 
on the left. I won the ball and picked 
one of them out. 

“I enjoyed every minute. I was an 
older player and I did the job I was 
brought in for and did it well and 
crowd were brilliant as well. 

“That club prolonged my career with 
the amount of players coming through 
to play with me and I always gave 
them 100 per cent.”

moving at times. 

There are countless behind the 
scenes stories and tales that will have 
fans laughing. 

Case was happy to reveal a couple 
from his time at Saints. 

“There are some stories in there 
which hopefully people will find 
funny,” he laughed. 

“There is one at Southampton about 
Peter Shilton and Gerry Forrest. 

“Peter could be a bit of the big ‘I am’. 

“We went out for a drink and we 
were at the Clump in Chilworth and I 
went out to see if the taxi was ready 
because we were going to the 
Malthouse on Stockbridge Road to 
meet Kevin Keegan, as when the pubs 
closed early we had a sort of a lock in 
there. 

“When I came back into the pub 
Shilton had finished a bit of his lager 
and half choked and spat it back into 
the glass. He was half drunk from the 
night before anyway because he’d 
been drinking brandy. 

“Gerry said to him to ‘leave that 
there, you’re struggling.’ 


“Shilts said ‘I never f***ing struggle, 
you’re only a second division player.’ 

“I hadn’t heard this and we went to 
the next pub and Gerry mentioned it. 

“Shilts was in the pub sat on a bar 
stool talking to whoever would listen 
‘when I’m England manager’. 

“I was livid with what he had said to 
Gerry and we were talking to the 
locals and I said (to Shilton) ‘go and sit 
down before I knock you down. I will 
see you up there (the training ground) 
before training and we’ll sort this out.’ 
He never turned up.” 

Perhaps the biggest disappointment 
for Case was the manner in which his 
time at the club ended when Ian 
Branfoot was in charge. 

“I remember when Branfoot was 
there and my last day,” he recalled. 

“He said ‘I’d like to give you a free 
transfer.’ 

“As the conversation went on I said 
‘you want to give me a free transfer? 
Listen, I’ve been at the club five years 
and am over the age of 35, I’m entitled 
to a free transfer. You have given me 
nothing.’

“He was just a bit arrogant.” 

Case also wants the book to 
send out a few messages to oth¬ 
ers in and around the game, 
including the importance of high- 
level non-league football, from 
where the man himself was dis¬ 
covered by Liverpool. He later 
had a stint managing Bashley. 

“People often come up and ask 
me about a specific memory they 
have or about a winning goal and 
other things people think they 
know but they don’t, and this 
was a chance to talk about all 
these things,” he reflected. 

“I was able to talk about grow¬ 
ing up as well and how you do 
get disappointments. 

“I became a footballer but there 
are hard times and even present- 
day players will play for Bashley 
and Salisbury and there was a 
time before I was a professional 
when I thought I was past my sell 
by date. 


Important 

I was 18 when Liverpool picked 
me up. 

“It’s important for people to 
know that the likes of Eastleigh 
are vital for those players who 
have missed the boat, so to 
speak. 

“My team was South Liverpool. 
It’s not there anymore, it’s now a 
park and ride, but these teams 
are vital. 

“You leave your boys’ football 
and aren’t a professional and go 
into men’s pub football, and 
where do you go from there? 

“There’s a little message in all 
that really. 

“I also talk about Wade Elliott 
who was a player when I was 
manager at Bashley. 

I got him a trial, he got signed 
and has had a good career as a 
professional.” 




IT’S been a good week for sports 
books, with high profile autobi¬ 
ographies from Kevin Pietersen 
and Roy Keane. Of more interest to 
south coast football fans, though, 
will be ex-Saints midfielder and 
one-time Bashley boss Jimmy 
Case’s autobiography. Here, we 
print an exclusive extract from 
Hard Case 


I DON’T have any regrets about 
my life in football. 

I stand by the decisions I made, the 
clubs I chose to play for. 

Those decisions kept me playing 
for more than twenty years, so why 
should I look back and wonder what 
if? 

But that’s not to say there weren’t 
disappointments. 

They go hand in hand with any 
footballer’s career: you cannot win 
every match, take every chance, or 
make every tackle. 

In my mind, there are three major 
disappointments from a career that 
covered the best part of seven hun¬ 
dred competitive games, the majori¬ 
ty played at or near the top level of 
English football. 

The biggest disappointment would 
be that I never won the FA Cup, 
despite playing in two Wembley 
finals. 

I would also count never being 
selected to play for England at full 
international level -1 thought I was 
good enough, but others disagreed.

As for the third... in my six years 
playing more than two hundred 
games for Southampton FC, we 
never won a trophy. 

They were great years when I was 
playing at my peak, surrounded by 
as talented a bunch of players as 
any manager could collect at that 
time. 

We had a wonderful blend of youth 
and experience. 

I’ve told you about the young lads 
like Shearer, Le Tissier and the 
Wallaces, but the seam of talent that 
passed through The Dell during my 
time there went a lot deeper. 

We had Shilts in goal, for a start, 
and that meant we were always in 
with a chance against any opposi¬ 
tion. 

When he moved on Tim Flowers 
took over and became another top 
keeper. 

Then there were the regulars, like 
Mick Mills, Mark Wright, Neil

Ruddock, Kevin Bond, Nicky 
Holmes, Micky Adams, Mark

Cockerill. 

We were a match for anyone in our 
day and we came so close, so many 
times. 

During those six years at The Dell 


we got to two Cup semi-finals, losing 
to Liverpool in the FA Cup and 
Football League Cup; we more than 
held our own in the old First 
Division, played in Europe, and 
under two great managers, Lawrie 
McMenemy and Chris Nicholl; we 
were a breath of fresh air, scoring 
goals for fun. 

But at the end of the day, there is 
nothing to show in the honours col¬ 
umn. 

We entertained the fans and we 
gave them moments to cherish and 
remember, but the bottom line is

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that we came away empty-handed. 

Lawrie had signed me from 
Brighton for £30,000. 

I was thirty-one and the transfer 
was seen by many as a stop-gap deal 
for he put me on a one-year con¬ 
tract. But I never asked for anything 
more, I was never given anything 
longer, and that was fine by me. 

I would let my football do the talk¬ 
ing and if they could find someone 
better, fair enough. 

Clever guy was Lawrie, he had a 
knack of persuading big names who 
were perhaps just past their best to 


give life on the south coast a try. 

He brought Alan Ball to 
Southampton ten years after he had 
won the World Cup and that started 
a trend that he repeated over and 
over. 

Star players who had been at the 
big clubs, like Peter Osgood of 
Chelsea, Ted MacDougall 
(Manchester United), Charlie 
George (Arsenal), England captain 
Mick Mills from Ipswich, Shilts 
from Forest, and of course the trans¬ 
fer that shook everyone up came 
when he persuaded Kevin Keegan to 


come back to England after his less- 
than-stellar time at Hamburg. 

Like that other fella I played for 
from the northeast, Bob Paisley, ex- 
Guardsman Lawrie was also very 
shrewd. 

He had never played at any decent 
level of football and he knew it was 
no good him trying to tell players 
like Keegan, Charlie George, Joe 
Jordan, Mick Channon and the like 
how to do their jobs. 

Instead he surrounded himself 
with the best players he could buy, 
created the right atmosphere for 


them to flourish and then let them 
get on with it. 

He would open up team meetings 
with a few words and then let the 
senior players take over; he picked 
the team but allowed the older play¬ 
ers to play to their strengths. 

His greatest asset in my eyes was 
that he got good players to play for 
him and that really is the secret to 
any team’s success. 

McMenemy left not long after I 
joined Southampton.

JIMMY CASE - TOP QUOTES 

I was 16 when I started playing 
for the Blue Union. It was an eye 
opener. There I was, this skinny 
teenager coming up against 30- 
somethings who all wanted to kick 
lumps off me. It toughens you up. 

If you didn’t stand your ground 
you’d get stamped on. 

Growing up in that environment, 
you had to be tough to get through 
games. 

I took that with me to the profes¬ 
sional game. I was never scared to 
get stuck in and remember Joe 
Fagan and Bob Paisley pulling me 
to one side at times telling me 
about the art of tackling and so on. 

As Brian Hall once said of me, I 
was probably the only winger in 
those days who would win a 50/50 
with a full-back, come away with 
the ball and still manage to get a 
cross in. 

Jimmy Case on his playing 
style. 

I ended up finishing my career 
playing at Brighton and I was 41 
and a half, and I left Liverpool when 
I was 27 or 28. 

I think it was just that - without 
being controversial - you get in 
a few scrapes, you're breathal¬ 
ysed and you're caught fight¬ 
ing in a hotel in Wales like me 
and Ray Kennedy were, and 
the club didn't look upon that 
too kindly. 

I know it's different nowa¬ 
days and you can get away 
with a little bit more, but 
Sammy Lee was being 
groomed into my spot and 
the manager said ‘would I like 
to talk to John Toshack, with 
a view to a move?’ 

That was one instance, but I 
didn't want to go anywhere, 
so I said, ‘Yeah I’ll talk to him,’ 
because there was no harm in 
talking, but within six months of 
that I was asked ‘would I like to 
talk to Brighton’ and you get that 
little feeling.” 

Jimmy Case in 2003 

“If the game is a language, then 
Jimmy is undoubtedly a professor." 

Jimmy Case’s manager at 
Saints, Chris Nicholl, sums up 
Case’s ability as a footballer. 

“Fines, court appearances, jail... 
we were bad for each other. We 
had a bit of fun, but we did it at the 
right time. At hotels, when we 
asked for the room key, the recep¬ 
tionist would dive under the desk 
and say: ‘Not you two!’ Everyone 
has a pal, but Jim and I went deep¬ 
er than that. If something went 
wrong, one of us sorted it out. It 
was a good friendship.” 

Ray Kennedy on his former 
Anfield mate Jimmy Case. 

“I won't say he was dirty but cer¬ 
tainly the hardest opponent was 
Jimmy Case. He could certainly 
look after himself. He was very 
clever about it as well.”

I played the last ten games for him 
until the end of the season before he 
went off to join Sunderland. 

Ex-Saints defender Chris Nicholl 
took over and he carried on the good 
work. 

I got on well with Chris. I was get¬ 
ting older by then, I was thirty-one, 
maybe thirty-two, and there were 
some who were expecting me to slow 
down, to be there just when needed. 

I suppose it’s understandable that 
they didn’t see me as someone who 
would play virtually every game, sea¬ 
son after season. 

But I saw it differently and so did 
Chris. 

In fact, I will never forget the day he 
called me into his office and made me 
captain. 

Smart move that, and I was made 
up. 

I was determined never to let him 
down nor give him an excuse to say, 
‘Well, Jimmy, I think your time is up.’ 

At the end of each season most club 
managers ask their captains into the 
office for a chat about the team and 
last season’s performance, etc. And I 
always asked him: ‘Are you going to 
buy another midfielder? If you do, I 
will see him off as well.’ 

But there were also a couple of occa¬ 
sions when I said to Chris that if we 
were to go on and do something 
meaningful and actually win some¬ 
thing, we would need at least two 
more players of a certain quality. 

And when it came to renewing my 
contract, I would go into his office 
armed with the programme from the 
last game of the previous season, 
which had all the appearances print¬ 
ed in it. 

‘Look here,’ I pointed to the list. 
‘I’ve missed two games... and that was 
when Robbie James fell on me! If that 
doesn’t warrant a new contract then I 
don’t know what does.’ 

Chris never said anything, he would 
just slide a piece of paper across his 
desk and when I looked, it had my 
basic salary figure, plus bonuses, 
written down. 

That was good enough for me: no 
arguments, no negotiations, I signed 
on for another year. 

That’s not to say we always saw eye 
to eye. Chris was a real student of 
the game and he was one of the first 
to latch on to the notion that diet 
was important, especially what 
you ate before a match. 

I had always been a steak 
man, but Chris had read 
■ somewhere that pasta was 
the ideal preparation. 

I remember the first time he 
took us to a local Italian restau¬ 
rant before a big game and 
ordered pasta for everyone. 

I told him I wanted a fillet steak 
same as usual. ‘Steak is no good 
for you,’ said Chris. ‘It takes eighteen 
hours to digest and it affects the blood 
flow to various muscles.’ 

I just looked at him and then 
reminded him of all the medals I had 
won at Liverpool, eating steak before 
a match. 

Enough said, I got my steak! 

And it was the same with training. 
I’ve always kept myself fit, but I pre¬ 
ferred to work with the ball. One day, 
Chris brought along this England 
international sprinter, can’t remem¬ 
ber his name, to try to build up our 
speed off the mark. 

He had us running hundred metre 
sprints: focus on a point at the end of 
the track, start low, pump your arms,

point your fingers. ‘Hey,’ I said. ‘I’m 
34. It’s a bit late to try to get an extra 
yard of pace out of me!’ 

And that’s the trouble with the 
game today. They are trying to turn 
out athletes at the expense of flair; 
the emphasis is on fitness and I 
think coaches should concentrate 
on ability. 

Here’s some examples: Matt Le 


Tissier - he was never the fittest of 
players, but he was a genius on the 
ball. 

Lionel Messi - he doesn’t look like 
a footballer, he looks overweight, 
doesn’t work that hard, but he is the 
best in the world. 

Jimmy Greaves - back in the day, 
his work ethic was non-existent but, 
put him in front of goal, and he 


rarely missed. He was a fantastic 
player. 

Fans want to see skill, tricks and 
great goals, not robots who just do 
what the manager tells them to do. 

Sadly, that is what is wrong with 
England. 

Back to Southampton and, as I was 
saying, my one disappointment was 
that I couldn’t help Chris put some 


silverware on the table. 

The fans who packed into The Dell 
and created a really intense atmos¬ 
phere on big game days certainly 
deserved it, and so did the players. 

We gave them something to shout 
about and we entertained them, 
most of the time, but we couldn’t 
quite break out of the middle-of- 
thetable pack. 

We were never quite consistent 
enough to get among the boys at the 
top of the League, although we were 
good enough, on our day, to give any 
of them a hiding. 

In 1986 we got through to the semi¬ 
final of the League Cup, I think it 
was known as the Littlewoods Cup 
that year, and on the way we came 
up against Manchester United in a 
replay at The Dell. 

It was possibly my best game in a 
Saints’ shirt and one I look back on 
with great satisfaction... but then 
again, I always remember the wins 
over that lot.

JIMMY CASE’S SAINTS 
LEAGUE CAREER 


1984/85 

Signed by Lawrie McMenemy, 
Case makes his Saints league 
debut in a 5-1 loss at Tottenham in 
March 1985. 

He makes 10 First Division 
appearances, scoring his first goal 
in a 2-1 defeat at Newcastle in 
April. 


1985/86 

Case is a regular under new 
manager Chris Nicholl, appearing 
in 36 of Saints’ 42 First Division 
games as the club finish 14th. 

Case scores twice, in a 3-0 home 
win over Manchester City in 
September 1985 and again in a 3- 
2 Dell loss to Sheffield Wednesday 
the following April. 

1986/87 

Case is even more of a regular in 
his second full season at The Dell, 
making 39 starts out of a possible 
42 as Saints finish 11th in the top 
flight. 

He scores three goals, one in a 
3-1 win at Charlton, one in a 3-1 
loss at Oxford United and the third 
in a 2-0 home win over Coventry 
City. 


1987/88 

Yet again the veteran Case is a 
regular, making 37 starts and one 
sub appearance out of a possible 
40 top flight appearances. 

This season, though, Case fails to 
trouble the scorers as Saints finish 
12th. 


1988/89 

Case starts 34 of Saints’ 38 First 
Division games, but again fails to 
get his name on the scoresheet as 
Chris Nicholl’s men finish 13th - 
just two places below Manchester 
United. 

1989/90 

Despite celebrating his 35th 
birthday in May 1989, Case is 
again a regular for Saints as they 
finish seventh in the top flight in 
the midfielder’s fifth full season at 
The Dell. 

He makes 33 starts, out of a pos¬ 
sible 38, and scores three goals. 

The most memorable, for Case 
anyway, was the one which gave 
Saints a 2-1 lead at his former 
Anfield home. 

There was to be no happy ending 
for Case, though, as Liverpool hit 
back to win 3-2 thanks to a Kevin 
Moore own goal and an Ian Rush 
winner. 


1990/91 

Case makes 24 starts out of a 
possible 38, plus another as a sub. 

He scores once, in the very last 
game of the season - a 1 -1 home 
draw against Wimbledon. 

It turns out to be Case’s last 
appearance for Saints. 

In the summer a new manager, 
Ian Branfoot, is appointed and one 
of his first moves is to tell the 37- 
year-old Case his great Dell career 
is over. 

The player promptly signs for 
AFC Bournemouth.

The best athletes 
you can’t name... 


IN THE early hours of Sunday 
morning, arguably the most fan¬ 
tastic athletes on the planet will 
be crowned for the year, yet 
most people will know nothing 
about it. 

Their names are unlikely to 
prick public consciousness, 
other than with those who par¬ 
ticipate in their sport. 

However, their achievements 
are amongst the most remark¬ 
able in sport. 

This weekend is the Ironman 
World Championship in its 
revered home of Kona, Hawaii. 
The competitors battle it out 
over the long course triathlon 
distance of a 2.4 mile open 
water swim, a 112 mile bike and 
then run a marathon. 

As well as the professional men 
and women racing for the ulti¬ 
mate title, qualifying age 
groupers from around the world 
will turn out for their own little 
bit of glory and slice of history. 
It’s one of the things that makes 
triathlon so great, especially the 
long distance stuff. Where else 
could you race the same course, 
the same race, on the same day 
as the very best in the world? 
Just try getting a round with 


Tiger Woods, better still in the 
Masters. 

Try getting a game alongside 
Messi, even better in the 
Champions League. 

Obviously, it won’t happen. 

Yet these guys and girls are the 
most incredible athletes on the 
planet. They knock almost every 
other sportsman to the side¬ 
lines. 

They have to be ultra fit but fast 
and flexible, have incredible 
endurance but also power and 
speed. It takes total dedication, 
the like of which most profes¬ 
sional sports people will never 
be asked for let alone consider 
giving. 

And all the while many of the 
other, far lesser athletes, will 
coin in the cash while these 
guys earn a modest income, the 
winner setting up themselves up 
for a comfortable few years but 
the others barely making 
enough to scrape a living worthy 
of the name. 

And, what’s more, we have a 
host of brilliant English women, 
one of whom might just get the 
biggest prize of all. 

Don’t expect to hear about it 
any time soon though. 





WE HAVE learned a lot this 
past week about the 
England cricket team and, 
most likely, an insight into 
the reasons they were so 
comprehensively stuffed in 
Australia and have contin¬ 
ued to struggle since. 

The release of Kevin 
Pieter sen’s autobiography was 
always likely to be an explosive 
moment, and so it has proved. 

At this stage we only have his 
word for it all, but the extra 
tales, embarrassingly executed 
leaks and the reaction, or lack 
of it, from others has told its 
own story. 

In amongst some of the more 
juicy and salacious bits that 
Pietersen coughed up is a basic 
principle that underpins all of 
this, and has barely been spo¬ 
ken about. It’s one of being in a 
team. 

Anybody who has ever played 
a team sport will know one 
thing for certain - the players 
rarely all get on. 

Even if you are at a local level 
there are still clashes, differ¬ 
ences in the way people behave, 
their standards and expecta¬ 
tions, their egos too. That is a 
given. 

When you talk about the 
England cricket team you then 
have to consider that these guys 
are away from home for 
months on end living with 
each other.

rather than individual ones, 
and can think of a great many 
occasions when one of his own 
side have annoyed him. 

It might have been something 
that was said or done away from 
the field, it might have been 
something that was or was not 
done out on the pitch. 

Either way, clashes are 
inevitable. 

However, at the end of the 
match and after a shower and 
chat, most of us get to go home 
and resume our normal lives, 
from which sport is an escape. 

We don’t see our teammates 
together again for another few 
days, maybe even weeks or 
months. 

TRAUMAS 

Imagine having those tensions 
and traumas, which are only 
intensified by the pressure 
cooker environment of playing 
international sport, and then 
having to spend months on end 
with the same people. 

Back at the hotel it’s the same 
people, at dinner it’s the same 
people, socialising it’s the same 
people, get up for breakfast it’s 
the same people, back at the 
ground or practising, yes, the 
same people. 

It’s an interesting insight into 
dressing rooms for those not 
close to professional sport. 

To the outside world, to the 
fans, many people imagine that 
the majority of 
sporting 
dressing 
rooms are 
h a r m o 

nious, espe¬ 
cially those at 
the top level. 
Profession¬ 
alism surely is 
the order of the 
day. 
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That is so far from the truth it 
is unreal. 

What the general public do not 
get to see is the arguments, 
spats, tiffs and rows, the bust 
ups and punch ups, the cliques 
that emerge and the moaning 
and complaining about other 
teammates that is absolutely 
inevitable. 

It’s only on a few rare occasions 
that it gets so out of hand that 
one party or the other, somebody 
caught in the crossfire, or a jour¬ 
nalist fed up with hearing the 
private complaints decides to 
make it public. 

Anybody thinking that 
Pietersen’s tales of dress¬ 
ing room divisions are 
something unique to the 
England cricket team ] n 
needs to think again. 

But for all of that there 
has to be a question over 
the management of this 
whole situation. 

What seems abun- _ 
dantly clear is that 
problems had existed 
for some time, even 
when England were 
still enjoying a run 
of success, and 
were not correct¬ 
ly addressed. 

Winning may 
have papered 
over the 

cracks, but if 
they were 
there then 
they were 
always going 
to get exposed at 
some point. 

It’s one thing 
accepting the inevitably of 
cliques and divisions in a team, 
it’s quite another letting them 
rot to the extent they appear to 
have done within the England 
set-up.

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It may be in the coming days 
that people try to play down 
Pietersen’s accusations and 
claims, but ultimately the 
results speak for themselves. 

In the period largely under 
closest scrutiny, England were 
a total and utter shambles on 
the field. It was such a low point 
they have barely recovered still. 

They were a team that seemed 
to lack all belief and conviction, 
any semblance of confidence, 
and were, frankly, humiliated 
by the Australians. 

The real failing here is that it 
should never have been allowed 
to get to this point. 

Pietersen may have been a 
divisive figure, but it was far 
from just everybody else 
against him. 

The divisions appeared much 
more evenly spread out than 


that. And to try and hush him 
up for a while with a confiden¬ 
tiality clause was a huge error 
and has only meant wounds 
reopened rather than a painful 
but short bloodletting when 
Pietersen was kicked out. 

SYMPATHY 

Despite things getting seem¬ 
ingly out of hand if Pietersen’s 
account is correct, you can have 
some sympathy with Andy 
Flower. 

You just need to listen to the 
likes of Lawrie McMenemy to 
understand how hard it is to 
manage top level players. He 
had a collection of brilliant 
international footballers to keep 
in check. 

And he would probably agree 
that at that level your job is

about five per cent coaching and 
95 per cent managing. 

If you don’t find a way to keep 
your squad as harmonious as 
possible, allowing for the odd 
spat and the fact players might 
not get on but finding a way 
through that, then you have 
major difficulties. 

It festers for too long then 
things rot and fall apart. 

Pietersen’s book gives a fasci¬ 
nating account through one 
man’s eyes of what went on. 

But while it may be enjoyable 
for the public to read these 
inside accounts, those in charge 
must ask how did it get like this, 
how do we repair the damage 
and how can we stop it happen¬ 
ing again? 

It’s been a catalogue of errors 
and mishandling and it should 
never happen again.

To say Case is a legend is some¬ 
what an understatement.

He was also quite brilliant for 
Saints in his role as holding mid¬ 
fielder, experienced head and 
general hard man to lead a 
bright young team under Chris 
Nicholl. 

Yet for all that he is about the 
most modest and genuine guy 
you could ever meet.

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NATHANIEL Clyne will have to 
wait a little longer before he 
joins an exclusive band of play¬ 
ers who have made their senior 
England international debuts 
while at Saints. 

The right back was heavily tipped 
to make his debut in Thursday’s 
European Championship win 
against minnow San Marino at 
Wembley. 

But surprisingly manager Roy 
Hodgson chose to play former Saint 
Calum Chambers there. 

Chambers had made his name as 
a right back at St Mary’s last sea¬ 
son, but has been impressing for 
Arsenal in 2014/15 at centre half. 

Due to England’s 5-0 win, 
Hodgson is expected to keep 
Chambers at right back for 
Sunday’s European Championship 
encounter with Estonia. 

Clyne had been hoping to add his 
name to the 25 Saints who have 
made their senior England debuts 
while at the club, a list stretching 
back to the very start of the last 
century. 

Here, the Sports Pink looks at all 
the men on the list Clyne is aiming 
to one day add his name too. 


ARTHUR TURNER 

The Hartley Wintney man became 
the first Hampshire-born player to 
appear for England, in 1900, at the 
end of his first season of Southern 
League football for Saints. 

ARTHUR CHADWICK 

The man who went on to become 
Saints manager won his two caps in 
1900 against Scotland and Wales. 


CB FRY 

One of the greatest sporting all- 
rounders of all time, Fry represent¬ 
ed England at both cricket and foot¬ 
ball, as well as playing in an FA 
Cup Final for Saints and 

equalling the then-world record 
for the long jump. 

His only England football cap 
came in 1901 when Ireland played 
at The Dell. 

Saints teammate Jack Robinson - 
who had previously played for 
England while with another club - 
was in goal. 


GEORGE MOLYNEUX 

His first appearance for 
England was subse¬ 
quently scrubbed from 
the record books. 

Playing against 
Scotland at Rangers’ 

Ibrox in April 1902, 
the game was aban¬ 
doned after part of a 
new stand collapsed, 
killing 25 fans. Molyneux played in 
the 2-2 draw at Villa Park when the 
game was ‘replayed’ the following 
month. 


BERT LEE 

Made his only England appear¬ 
ance in a 2-2 draw against Wales in 
Wrexham in 1904. 


FRED TITMUSS 

Made his debut against Wales 
when Saints were in the old Third 
Division South in March 1922. Won 
just two England caps. 


BILL RAWLINGS 

Also made his debut for England 
in the same game as Titmuss. 


As a result, it was the first time 
that two players from the third tier 
had ever appeared in the same 
England side. 

TOM PARKER 

Born in Southampton in 1897, 
Parker played and managed Saints 
and was still living in the city when 
he passed away in 1987 aged 89. 

Made his solitary England 
appearance against France in May 
1925. 

ALF RAMSEY 

The man who later managed 


England to the World Cup was a 
Saints player when he made his 
playing debut for the England 
senior team in December 1948 
against Switzerland at Highbury. 
He went on to win 30 more caps. 

BILL ELLERINGTON 

The right back made his England 
debut in May 1949, three years after 
making his Saints debut. 
Ellerington won only one more cap, 
in the same month. 

TERRY PAINE 

Paine made his debut in 1963 and 


later that year scored a hat-trick 
against Northern Ireland at 
Wembley. 

Made the last of his 19 appear¬ 
ances - which included seven goals 
- in the 1966 World Cup tournament 
against Mexico at Wembley. 

MICK CHANNON 

Made the first of his 46 England 
appearances against Yugoslavia at 
Wembley in 1972, alongside future 
Saints Peter Shilton, Alan Ball 
and Mick Mills. 

Went on to score 21 goals, the last 
of which was a penalty in the infa-

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mous 2-1 home loss to Scotland 
where the visiting fans invaded 
the Wembley pitch and broke the 
crossbar. 

Channon remains the highest 
capped England international of 
all time never to have played in a 
World Cup or European 
Championship finals campaign. 

MARK WRIGHT 

The centre half, signed by 
Lawrie McMenemy from third tier 
Oxford United in 1982, made his 
England debut two years later in a 
1-0 Home International defeat 


against Wales in Wrexham. 

Wright, sold to Derby in 1987, 
won 45 senior England caps, scor¬ 
ing one goal - in a 1-0 World Cup 
finals win against Egypt in Italia 
90. 

DANNY WALLACE 

Selected for the England team 
for the friendly against Egypt in 
Cairo in February 1986, the Saints 
winger scored in a 4-0 victory and 
never played again. 

STEVE WILLIAMS 

The Dell midfielder won six 


England caps, the first coming in a 
June 1983 friendly against 
Australia. 

ALAN SHEARER 

Shearer scored on his England 
debut in a 2-0 win for Graham 
Taylor’s side against France at 
Wembley in February 1992. 

Shearer was sold to Blackburn 
for £3.3m later that year and 
scored 30 goals in 63 appearances 
for his country before retiring 
from international football after 
Euro 2000. 


TIM FLOWERS 

The goalkeeper made the first of 
his 11 England appearances in a 1- 
1 friendly draw with Brazil in 
June 1993 - several months before 
he was sold to Blackburn for 
£2.4m 


MATT LE TISSIER 

Many Saints fans still consider it 
a near criminal offence that Le 
Tiss only won eight senior 
England caps, the first of which 
came in March 1994 in a 1-0 win 
against Denmark at Wembley. 

WAYNE BRIDGE 

The Saints left back was 21 when 
he made his England debut in a 1- 
1 draw against the Netherlands in 
Amsterdam in February 2002. 

Went on to win 36 caps, his last 
coming in November 2009. 

JAMES BEATTIE 

Made his England debut in 
February 2003 on the same night 
as Wayne Rooney in a 3-1 home 
defeat to Australia at Upton Park. 
Beattie eventually won five 
England caps. 

PETER CROUCH 

Was still a Saints player when 
Sven Goran-Eriksson handed him 
his first cap in a May 2005 friendly 
against Columbia in America. He 
left to join Liverpool a few weeks 
later. 

Only a year older than Rickie 
Lambert is now, the Stoke striker 
has scored an impressive 22 goals 
in 42 appearances for his country. 

RICKIE LAMBERT 

Made a dream England debut at 
the age of 31 when he came on at 
Wembley and scored the winning 
goal against Scotland with his first 
touch in August 2013. 

Was taken to the World Cup in 
Brazil and has continued to be a 
member of Roy Hodgson’s squad, 
despite some thinking that his age 
- he is now 32 - may count against 
him. 


ADAM LALLANA 

Found a run of form for the 
national side at just the right time 
to get himself in the World Cup 
squad. 

Lallana didn’t make his England 
debut until the 2-0 defeat by Chile 
but did enough to catch the eye 
and earned great praise from Roy 
Hodgson before being taken to 
Brazil, where he featured in all 
three of England’s matches. 

JAY RODRIGUEZ 

Like Lallana, he made his debut 
in the Chile game, playing the first 
57 minutes. 

Rodriguez admitted his disap¬ 
pointment at the match and unfor¬ 
tunately has been made to wait for 
a chance to put it right due to his 
ACL injury which has kept him 
out of action for much of this year. 

LUKE SHAW 

Was given a taste of internation¬ 
al football as a half time substitute 
as England defeated Denmark 1-0 
at Wembley in March. 

It was enough to convince Roy 
Hodgson to leave Ashley Cole out 
of the England World Cup to take 
Shaw to Brazil, where he played in 
the goalless draw against Costa 
Rica.

PLENTY OF MILES 


Well-travelled 
Stanley 
reckons his 
best is yet 
to come at 
Eastleigh 


CRAIG Stanley’s well-travelled 
and fascinating football career 
has taken him all over England, 
and beyond. 

What’s more, at the outset of his 
time with Eastleigh, the midfielder, 
who in July became Spitfires boss 
Richard Hill’s fourth summer sign¬ 
ing, has shown a willingness to 
cover many a mile in the course of 
each 90 minutes he spends on the 
pitch. 

Added to his reassuring knack for 
rapidly moving the ball on to a fel¬ 
low blue shirt and his palpable com¬ 
petitive spirit, Stanley is surely set 
to become a Silverlake Stadium 
favourite. It is something of a sur¬ 
prise, then, to learn that the 31- 
year-old’s contribution has not 
always met with an approving 
response from supporters of his for¬ 
mer clubs. The player has his own 
theory on why that might be, writes 
PAUL MCNAMARA. 

“I think maybe just because I’m 
workmanlike in midfield. I keep 
things simple and work hard. 
Sometimes I don’t think fans appre¬ 
ciate that. I think that some fans 
look at a player who takes two peo¬ 
ple on and shoots miles over the 
bar, and they’d rather see that than 
a player who wins a tackle or a 
header and then plays it out wide. 

“I’ve done all right for myself 
though. It has taken a while at other 
clubs to win fans over. But, stats 
don’t lie and my CV is very good. 
When you play in front of as many 
people as we do, then not everybody 
is going to like you. The main thing, 
though, is that the manager likes 
you. Yes, you want to be liked on 
and off the field, but as long as the 
manager is picking you, week in, 
week out, that is all you care 
about.” 

Stanley had no problem making a 
positive first impression with the 
Spitfires. His all-action display and 
debut goal were significant factors 
in Eastleigh’s 3-0 win at Nuneaton 
Town in August, on what was the 
club’s maiden appearance in non¬ 
league’s top flight. 

Forced off prematurely after pick¬ 
ing up an injury, though, that day 
would finish on a low note for the 
former England ‘C’ international. 
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“Scoring in my first game here 
helped, and I think I played well. 
But it was disappointing getting 
injured. I’ve not had many injuries, 
but the ones I have had have been 
quite serious. I had torn the liga¬ 
ments in my heel. 

“The games I’ve played in since 
I’ve come back, I think I’ve done 
OK. It’s now a case of getting fitter 
with each game. It’s a bit like doing 
a pre-season all over again. Within 
the next few weeks, hopefully I’ll be 
as fit as I can possibly be and 
Eastleigh will get better perfor¬ 
mances from me than they have so 
far.” 

Notwithstanding his conviction 
that he hasn’t always got off to a 
fast start at a new home, Stanley 
did just that when he departed boy¬ 
hood club Walsall in 2003 for a loan 




[captain, even | 
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spell north of the border with 
Scottish second-tier side Raith 
Rovers. 

“It wasn’t the making of me, as 
such (his time in Scotland), but it 
did make me realise how difficult 
football can be. Not because of the 


standard, but I had just been used 
to playing youth and reserve team 
football. When you go to play first- 
team football for the first time, in a 
competitive league against fully 
grown men, and you’re still only 20 
or 21 and haven’t come up against 
that, it is extremely difficult. But I 
enjoyed my time there. 

“I was made captain, even though 
I was only there on loan. It was a 
good experience for me. 

“I don’t think you very often hear 
of a loan player being captain of the 
team, so that was pleasing - and the 
manager was very good. 

Looking back on it now, Antonio 
Calderon (now managing his for¬ 
mer club Cadiz in Spain) is one of 
the best coaches I’ve worked with. 
His methods were some of the best 
I’ve worked under.” 


After his six months with Raith 
and a subsequent short spell at 
Telford United, Stanley signed for 
Hereford United - the club where 
he really began to make his mark. 

“I think that’s where people start¬ 
ed to see me playing regularly in 
England. You can get forgotten up 
in Scotland. I would never say to 
players, especially young lads in 
England, if the chance comes up to 
go to Scotland, ‘don’t do it’. But 
Hereford is where I started to play 
regular football. 

Working under Graham Turner 
and John Trewick, who are two 
very good coaches, I had good times 
there and it was a good two-year 
spell for me.” 

Those two years, from 2004 to 2006, 
culminated in fine style. Stanley 
was part of the Hereford team, 


























which also included current team¬ 
mates Dean Beckwith and Stuart 
Fleetwood that won a dramatic 
play-off final against Halifax Town 
at Leicester City’s Walkers 
Stadium. 

Unlike Beckwith and Fleetwood, 
though, Stanley didn’t stay at Edgar 
Street to taste League Two action 
with the Bulls, opting instead to 
move on to Morecambe. 

“In two seasons, I played over 100 
games for them (Hereford), and the 
contract they offered me wasn’t 
what I wanted it to be. I wanted to 
be on the same sort of money as 
some of the other players were. 

“At that time I was offered a £50 
(per week) increase. I wasn’t asking 
for fortunes. I just wanted the same 
as the other players and, with my 
record there, I think the offer of a 



£50 increase - and my money had 
stayed the same in the second year 
there - was disrespectful to me.” 

Regardless of financial considera¬ 
tions, it was a huge call to make a 
switch that could have easily been 
viewed as a backwards step. 


Nevertheless, Stanley was con¬ 
vinced that it wouldn’t be long 
before his new club would make 
their own leap into the Football 
League. His faith was well placed. 

“Morecambe came in for me. We’d 
beaten them in the play-off semi¬ 
finals, a very close game (4-3 over 
two legs) which maybe Morecambe 
could have won. So I knew they 
were a very good side and financial¬ 
ly it was a very good offer for me. 

“People can say, ‘Why didn’t you 
want to go into the league and make 
your name as a league footballer’. 
But I was always confident, going to 
Morecambe, that they could have 
been a league team in the season that 
Hereford were promoted anyway. 

“When I spoke to Sammy Mcllroy 
(then manager at Morecambe), he 
talked about keeping the players 


that were there and investing fur¬ 
ther. I knew, with his name and 
what they were trying to do, that he 
would do that. In that year, espe¬ 
cially, we had a good squad and 
deserved to get promoted - which 
we did. And, to play at the new 
Wembley (where the Shrimps beat 
Exeter City 2-1 in the play-off final) 
was a dream come true.” 

Past his 24th birthday by then, 
Stanley was eager to be a Football 
League player. 

“You do want to prove yourself. I 
had done that in the Conference, 
and played a lot of football during 
the three years I was in that divi¬ 
sion. To play in League Two was a 
big thing. We got to the play-offs 
with Morecambe (in 2010), although 
we didn’t do ourselves justice there, 
getting spanked by Dagenham & 


Redbridge (Dagenham won the 
semi-final first leg 6-0, going 
through 7-2 on aggregate). 

“We established ourselves as a 
proper League Two club though. 
Personally, you just want to make 
your name and I did that. The time at 
Morecambe ended on a sour note. 
The way I was treated at the end was, 
I thought, a bit disrespectful again.” 

Asked to expand on the unsatis¬ 
factory conclusion to his time in the 
north-west, Stanley is particularly 
forthright. 

“Sammy Mcllroy just decided I 
wasn’t part of his plans - even 
though, when he called me into his 
office during the January transfer 
window (in 2011), I’d played almost 
every game for him. He said that I 
was never going to play for him 
again. He offered no reason why, 
and just said he thought it was 
going to be better for him to bring 
other players in. 

“All my time at Morecambe, there 
were other midfielders coming in 
and I always played. It was still 
touch and go as to whether I would 
go to Torquay (where he spent the 
remainder of the 2010/2011 season 
on loan). It’s miles away from 



where I was, but I spoke to Paul 
Buckle (Torquay’s then boss) and, 
after he had sold the club to me, I 
went down there and the time I was 
there, I played the best football that 
I have in my career. 

“Everything I did, everything I 
tried, came off. I think in the four 
months I was there we only lost one 
or two games.” 

Despite the nature of his exit from 
Morecambe, it is a club that Stanley 
evidently still holds close to his 
heart. 

Moreover, he considers the 
Shrimps - whose 2007 promotion 
took them into the league for the 
first time in their, then, 87 year his¬ 
tory - to be a perfect role model for 
his current employers. 

“There are a lot of similarities 
(between the two clubs). Morecambe 
was a non-league club, but now 
they’re fully established as a League 
Two club. Jim Bentley (the team’s 
manager) is doing a great job. He’s a 
good friend of mine. They’re one of 
the teams whose results I look for 
first.

“They are the sort of club you have to 
look at (to emulate). Financially, 
Morecambe never spent as much as we are 
trying to. 

“They recruited players with experience, 
though. 

“That’s one thing I will say about Sammy 
Mcllroy, he brought good players to the 
club. 

“That’s what we’ve got to do here. There 
are good players here, but we’ve got to 
keep improving on and off the pitch and I 
think that’s what we’re trying to do. That’s 
why I came to Eastleigh - they seem to be 
an ambitious club. That was the same rea¬ 
son for going to Morecambe.” 

Stanley’s form during his loan with 
Torquay, his ‘best as a professional’, led to 
there being ‘a lot of interest’ in his services 
in the summer of 2011. 

Bristol Rovers, with Buckle now in their 
hot-seat, won the chase - and the player 
agrees that on ‘size and what it could be’ 
the Gas are the biggest club for whom he’s 
played. 

Notwithstanding that, his was a mixed 
year at the Memorial Stadium. 

“It was a season of two halves. The first 
couple of months were very tough. The 
fans didn’t take to Paul’s ideas (Buckle was 
sacked in early January 2012 with Rovers 
19th and five points clear of the relegation 
spots). 

“It was hard for the new players coming 
in. When results aren’t going well and 
you’ve got 8,000 people supporting you 
then it is tough. 

“I got a little bit of stick when we played 
them the other week, but I think a lot of the 
fans appreciated what I did during my year 
there. 

“To play for a club that size and with 
what Paul Buckle wanted to do, I couldn’t 
turn down that opportunity - even more 
so, as Paul Buckle brought the best football 
out of me that I’ve ever played.” 

Leaving Bristol Rovers after a campaign 
that had included his involvement in both 
a League Cup victory over Championship 
side Watford, and a keenly contested FA 
Cup third round tie with Aston Villa, 
Stanley ‘had to go to an ambitious team’. 
He chose Aldershot, who during the previ¬ 
ous term had challenged for a League Two 
play-off berth. 

Before his Shots career could get off the 
ground, though, Stanley suffered the first 
of his two ‘serious’ injuries - a broken leg 
sustained in a pre-season friendly clash 
with Woking. It was the start of an 
extremely arduous eight months; a period 
during which Aldershot struggled for form 
and Dean Holdsworth, the manager who 
took Stanley to the Recreation Ground, lost 
his job. 

“It was the worst injury I’ve had. I’ve not 
had many injuries across my career, so to 
be out for months, getting fit, going to 
places like Lilleshall and other rehabilita¬ 
tion places, it’s tough. 

“When you’re not used to that, it takes a 
long time to get over. 

“You’ve also got to watch the team every 
week and when results aren’t going well 
people are saying: ‘Come on Craig, we need 


you back, we need this, we need that’. 

“It was tough. You do, though, have to 
look after yourself. The team was almost 
relegated by the time I came back but it 
was good, in those few games, just to be 
back playing football.” 

Stanley’s second season with the Shots 
saw him play “every minute of every 
game”. It was, he admits, a big decision” to 
leave the club in the summer. 
Nevertheless, it was one over which he felt 
he had little choice. 

“What they were offering, I’d have had to 
take a 50 or 60 per cent cut on my wages. 
I’m 31 years of age, and I’ve got to look 
after myself. 

The manager (Andy Scott) wanted me to 
stay, but on the other side I couldn’t afford 
to take the contract they offered. 

It was disappointing. 

Being captain and starting last season 
with minus ten points (due to the club 
entering administration shortly after the 
close of the previous season), I’d gone 
through a lot at that club. But I don’t think 
they wanted me to stay as much as I 
thought they might have. 

“People can say: ‘You’re greedy’. But, 
whatever job you do, if somebody says you 
have to take a 50 or 60 per cent pay cut, it’s 
a lot of money.” 

Stanley’s enforced exile from Eastleigh’s 
starting 11 was ended when he played a 
key role in a frenetic 1-1 draw with Bristol 
Rovers at the Silverlake Stadium late last 
month. 

Having also completed the full 90 minutes 


of his team’s narrow defeat at Barnet last 
Saturday, the midfielder is now planning 
ahead. 

“I want to play as long as I can, and do as 
well as I can from now until I finish. 

Obviously, you don’t know when that is 
going to be. I’m doing my coaching badges. 
I’m talking to the club about coaching the 
under-16s here. I’ve spoken with Lee 
Peacock (head of youth and development 
at the Silverlake) about that. I’m looking 
forward to doing that whenever I can.” 

Stanley also reveals that when he has “a 
spare five minutes” a favoured form of 
relaxation is “to watch the horses”. 

In fact, his interest in that sport goes far 
deeper than it being just a passing interest. 

A member of the partnership that owns 
the racehorse Superior Quality “which has 
done all right” (it has won on three of its 12 
outings) Stanley says he “might be getting 
involved with another horse soon”. He 
would, in the meantime, like an upturn in 
his present gelding’s fortunes. 

“He’s injured at the minute - in fact he’s 
been a bit like me this year. He hasn’t per¬ 
formed as well as he should have. He’s in 
Devon chilling in a field, so he’ll be back 
for the new year.” 

Football remains the priority, though, 
and Craig Stanley won’t be chilling on the 
field anytime soon. There’s plenty of miles 
left to run, tackles to make and games to 
win.

Alec Stewart is in no mood to do 
so, at pains to stress that he had 
been told - as Pietersen believes - 
that England players Stuart Broad, 
Swann and Tim Bresnan all had 
direct access to the 2012 Twitter 
account which so upset him. 

Stewart stresses he reported 
the information, from account 
owner Richard Bailey who is a 
friend of Broad's, to then ECB 
managing director Hugh Morris. 

In one of the ECB's few public 
responses of the week, a 
spokesman cites a joint statement 
by Broad and the board in August 
2012 which clarified no involve¬ 
ment was found back then by any 
England players - adding: “We 
dealt with this two years ago.” 

THURSDAY, OCTOBER 9 - 

Publication day, and a book sign¬ 
ing for Pietersen in Canary Wharf. 

Elsewhere a morning tweet from 
Bresnan to issue a categorical 
denial of having the password to 
the parody account is followed by 
more empathy for Pietersen from 
another ex-England notable, Geoff 
Boycott, in a Cricinfo interview.

In a talkSPORT interview with 
his friend and ex team-mate 
Darren Gough, Pietersen claims - 
even after all that has been said 
and done by so many - he still 
has no idea why he was sacked. 

FRIDAY, OCTOBER 10 - A 

chance to draw breath, a lull in 
the storm? Perhaps. 

Pietersen’s acknowledgement to 
the BBC that he “potentially” will 
not play for England again causes 
barely a statement-of-the-obvious 
ripple. 

But Prior’s promised right of 
reply is on everyone’s agenda - 
and, of course, there is still no 
official ECB statement in direct 
response to any of Pietersen's 
claims.

STRAUSS 


KEVIN Pietersen spent five and 
a half seasons as a contracted 
Hampshire player. 

But in that time he only appeared 
in seven Championship games, of 
which six came at the start of his 
debut 2005 season prior to his first 
England Test call. 

Pietersen only played regularly 
with Shane Warne for Hampshire 
in the first few weeks of that mem¬ 
orable summer. 

In his autobiography released 
this week, Pietersen revealed how 
his Ashes friendship with Warne 
deteriorated. 

ON SHANE WARNE 

Back at the Oval in 2005, when I’d 
just made my maiden hundred in 
the fifth Ashes Test, Shane Warne 
came across the grass, shook my 
hand and told me to savour the 
moment. 

He was an Aussie, but he was also 
a friend and a mentor. 

I treasure that moment. 

I had got 158 runs in that innings, 
and over the five Tests he’d taken 
forty wickets. 

We broke each other’s hearts on 
the field that summer, but we 
remained friends. 

The return series didn’t start 
until November 2006 in Brisbane, 
and by then Warney had been 
ordered to withdraw his friendship. 

He was actually told that he was¬ 
n’t allowed to be friends with me 
during the series. 

Proper, proper madness. 

The Aussies decided they couldn’t 
have their great verbal volleyer 
chatting with the Poms’ star play¬ 
er, carrying on like it’s just a 
bloody club match. 

And he obeyed, absolutely, 
though he didn’t feel good about it. 

He threw the ball at me twice in 
the first innings in Brisbane. 

He almost hit me both times, and 
I lost my rag. 

One of the very few occasions that 
I’ve ever lost it on a cricket field. 

I swore at him fluently. I called 
him an a*******. I said, “who the 
**** do you think you are?” 

I advised him as to his safety: 
“Stand in my way and I’ll f******* 
run over you.” 

Cold and formal 

I proper went to town on him. 

That’s how bad it was. I let myself 
down, and Shane and I let our 
friendship down. 

There are people who still think 
that sort of carry-on is the proper 
order of things. It’s not. 

I had sensed it was coming. 

As opposed to KP or Rapes or any 
of the other nicknames I have, 
Warney always used to call me PK. 

But that day, on the steps leading 
out to where the team vehicles 
park at the Gabba, he just walked 
past me and said, morning Kevin. 

Cold and formal. 

I knew things were different, but I 
was batting well: I’d just got a cen¬ 
tury in Sydney, one of my only 
hundreds in warm-up games. 

The reason I’d played so well in 
that game was because the bowling 
attack included Glenn McGrath, 
Brett Lee and Stuart Clark from 
the Test-team attack. I was up for 
it. 

I mowed it. I was ready for war. 

Now Warney of all people was giv-

ing me the cold shoulder. 

A minute later and he’s throwing 
balls straight at me. 

He told me what happened after¬ 
wards, when we finally hooked up 
and continued our friendship. 

It was not just his mates but 
Cricket Australia who had told him 
why he was there. 

Not for friendship or sporting ges¬ 
tures. They needed to destroy us, 
and he had to be on message. 


I was identified as a big weapon 
for England. 

He was their big weapon. 

No more Mr Nice Guy. 

Neither of us felt good about what 
had happened. 

It was pathetic. And it was a hard 
lesson learned. 

England got sucked into the war. 

There was a moment when I went 
to sweep a ball from Warney and he 
bowled me out behind my legs. Said 


it all. 

We lost the series five-nil. 

The way cricket has changed in 
recent years has brought about 
new friendships, and this now 
means there’s a big difference in 
Test cricket and how it is played. 

We all want the bragging rights, 
we all want to win and the intensi¬ 
ty is higher than ever, but so is the 
respect we have for each other and 
for the game.

ON HAMPSHIRE 

Fast forward to the summer of 
2010, and Pietersen’s time at 


Hampshire is coming to an end ... 

He writes in his book ... “I was out 
for a duck in the fourth Pakistan 
Test at Lord’s (in 2010). 

Not long after I took that walk of 
shame I was lovingly dropped for 
the one-day series. 

My form had been patchy, but I’d 
put together a scrappy 80 in the 
first innings of the second Test and 
hadn’t been needed to bat in the 
second. 


Anyway, they were dropping me 
and I’d never seen Andy Flower 
smile so easily. 

They called me to a hotel in 
London. I asked what I was there 
for. 

I remember the smile breaking 
out on Andy Flower’s face as they 
told me. 

Dropped. Lollipopped. I told him 
it was good to see him smiling for 
once. 


I had a conversation with Flower 
then. 

Is there not a better way of doing 
this? 

How are you going to report this 
in the media? 

Are you going to say you are leav¬ 
ing me out to rest me or are you 
going to say you have dropped me? 

No. We’re going to drop you and 
we’ll say so. 

The Aussies went to town on it 
that winter. 

Every time I had it thrown in my 
face I just thought, Flower, you 
£|*** 

It would have been so easy for you 
to say you were giving me a rest 
from a packed schedule. 

It had been done before. 

As usual when I am playing badly 
or stuck in some bog full of contro¬ 
versy, I had to remind myself that 
everybody was entitled to their 
opinion. 

And I had to put up with the fact 
that everybody felt that I was enti¬ 
tled to their opinion too. 

Dr Geoffrey Boycott, the special¬ 
ist in suggesting remedies for deli¬ 
cate situations, trumpeted that 
there was nowt wrong with me that 
some good old county cricket 
wouldn’t cure. 

All the nodding dogs in the ECB 
agreed. 

Two spoonfuls of county cricket 
would be just the thing. 

For various reasons, my relation¬ 
ship with Hampshire was at a low 
point just then. 

Apart from the three-hour round 
trip to the Rose Bowl, the main 
problem was the ECB scheduling. 

The Board had taken virtual own¬ 
ership of players on central con¬ 
tracts. 

Lip service 

For all the lip service they paid to 
the charms of county cricket they 
didn’t really take into account 
whether we were available for our 
county sides or not. 

My absences hadn’t made any 
Hampshire hearts grow fonder. 

Earlier in the summer, Andy 
Flower had instructed me to play 
some county cricket. 

England wanted me to get in some 
practice in Hampshire’s CB40 
match against Kent ahead of the 
first Test at Trent Bridge. 

Rod Bransgrove, the boss at 
Hampshire, resisted: I’d already let 
it be known that I was planning to 
leave Hampshire, and he couldn’t 
see why he should dump a regular 
player for the benefit of a guy who 
was never there. 

He stayed loyal to his guys, and I 
could see his point. 

I was having lunch at our local 
wine bar with Jess when I mes¬ 
saged Shane Warne with my frus¬ 
tration: 

Done for the rest of summer!! Man 
of the World Cup T20 and dropped 
from the T20 side too. It’s a f*** up!! 

Somehow, instead of direct-mes¬ 
saging Shane, the thing went up as 
a tweet. 

I knew immediately. I got that 
stomach-lurching feeling, and put 
my fork down halfway through my 
starter. 

I said to Jess, I need to get the bill 
here, I’ve f***** up. 

I walked the hundred yards back 
home, headed up the stairs and sat 
on the top step, just crying.” 


Boycott 
attack on 
ECB leak 

GEOFFREY Boycott has launched a 
stinging attack on the England and 
Wales Cricket Board over the 
leaked document which portrayed 
Kevin Pietersen as a troublemaker 
in the England dressing room. 

Former England batsman 
Pietersen, who was sacked eight 
months ago, embarked on an exten¬ 
sive media tour on Tuesday to pro¬ 
mote his autobiography in which he 
reveals details of his fractured rela¬ 
tionship with former coach Andy 
Flower and makes allegations that a 
bullying culture existed within the 
England dressing room. 

On Tuesday evening a document 
emerged which outlined a list of 
what the ECB saw as Pietersen’s 
misdemeanours on the disastrous 
Ashes tour last winter with the gov¬ 
erning body having to issue a state¬ 
ment stressing that it was not part 
of a wider dossier compiled on the 
actions of the flamboyant right-han¬ 
der. 

The document specified instances 
of Pietersen being “disengaged” 
during Flower’s 
addresses to 
team meetings, 
another entry 
relating he want¬ 
ed to leave the 
tour because of 
pain in his knee 
if England lost 
the third Test to 
go 3-0 down - 
which they did - 
and later, abu¬ 
sive subsequent 
exchanges 
between him 
and his team-mates as relationships 
apparently broke down. 

In a column in the Daily Telegraph, 
former England batsman Boycott 
labelled some of the accusations 
“so trivial it beggars belief” and 
stated his belief that whoever 
leaked the document should lose 
their job. 

“This has been a sorry week for 
English cricket, but the England and 
Wales Cricket Board started this 
farce with Kevin Pietersen so it 
should not try to take the moral high 
ground,” he said. 

“Kevin is a sinner but he has been 
sinned against by the ECB. There 
are rights and wrongs on both sides 
and whatever Pietersen’s faults, the 
ECB is not blameless. 

“For me, it reached its lowest point 
on Tuesday when a "strictly confi¬ 
dential” ECB document was leaked 
to the media. The points it con¬ 
tained were pathetic and it was a 
crass idea to put together such a 
report to try to trash Kevin. It stinks. 

“Whoever dreamt that up is not fit 
to lead English cricket. Kevin has 
been a fantastic batsman for 
England. He thrilled millions and 
helped win matches for the England 
team that enabled some people at 
the ECB to bask in reflected glory. 

“Yes Kevin was awkward, difficult, 
different and at times his own worst 
enemy. But his record and his per¬ 
formances do not deserve a charac¬ 
ter assassination. The ECB should 
be dignified about it all and not try 
to belittle him.”

BOYCOTT 
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Roy: My Life 
By Roy Race 

Sports book of the month price: 

£9.00, saving £7.00 on rrp 

IN A week when several publishers 
have spent small fortunes publicising 
three ghosted sporting ‘autobiogra¬ 
phies’, there was only one literary 
effort that could possibly trump them. 

Written by the sportsman himself, 
absorbing its humour, subtlety and 
excitement requires the reader to tem¬ 
porarily suspend belief and accept that 
events featured from the cover photo¬ 
graph onwards (which shows the 
author held aloft by John Bond and 
other members of West Ham’s 1964, 
FA Cup-winning side) actually hap¬ 
pened. Perhaps his date of birth is a 
misprint, but in 1964, Roy Race, aka 
Roy of the Rovers would have been 
nine years old. 

As a hugely amusing antidote to the 
catty, back-biting, score-settling 
efforts featuring Messrs Pietersen, 
Keane and Ferdinand on their respec¬ 
tive covers, Roy: My Life offers an 
ideal opportunity to enjoy sport, rather 
than be swamped with another suc¬ 
cession of well-trailed, ‘he said, she 
said’ tales reminiscent of a schoolgirl’s 
playground. 

But Roy: My Life is no comic book 
strip. Instead, it is infused with a keen, 
subtle sense of 
humour. For 
instance, with a 
respectful nod to 
Johan Cruyff, he 
describes the 
‘Seegrun shim¬ 
my’, named 
after the fictional 
captain of the 
Dutch team, a 
move which 
involved 

Seegrun “some¬ 
how swivelling his hips while dropping 
his shoulder and, at the same time, 
rotating his neck,” a contortion which 
gave the impression of Seegrun “run¬ 
ning in different directions at once.” 

Later, Roy muses over why he was 
shot, apparently at random, in 1981, 
though he concludes that perhaps it 
was simply because he was famous. 
“The person who hadn’t had a pot¬ 
shot taken at him by a disenchanted 
loner was increasingly few and far 
between. Assassination seemed to be 
happening to everyone,” he writes. 
Roy: My Life contains a liberal dose of 
similarly amusing lines. 

There is, of course, drama - the 
account of how Roy and his mate 
Blackie nearly missed the FA Cup final 
could be made into a six-part TV 
series and Roy’s team, Melchester 
Rovers, were not short of hard men 
such as Big Dune McKay and Merv 
Wallace. Wallace, Roy tells us, once 
crushed a treatment table with his 
knee having “become enraged while 
trying to untie a knot in his bootlace.” 

If sport is about having fun, not read¬ 
ing about threats and four-letter 
tirades issued by footballers and man¬ 
agers, then you should ignore this 
week’s three heavily-publicised sport¬ 
ing tomes and buy Roy: My Life 
instead.
